SWAMPED BY 
A STEAMBOAT, 


Skiff Overturned and Julius 
Kaiser Drowned. 


TWO FISHERMEN WERE 
RESCUED FROM THE WATER. 


OFFICERS OF THE STEAMER 
EAGLE EXERT THEMSELVES 
TO SAVE THE MEN. 


KAISER AND COMPANIONS 
EXPERT WITH THE OARS. 


Collision Between the Steamer and the 
Skiff Brought About the Tragedy 
at the Foot of Clark 
Avenue. 


In the Mississippi River midstream, just 
off the foot of Clark avenue Saturday 
morning, there was a thrilling struggle, in 
which one man was swept down to death. 

It was a collision between a light skiff, 
occupied by a trio of fishermen, and the 
steamer Eagle of the Bonne Terre Trans- 
portation Co.'s line. 

Julius Kaiser, who lived 
Levee, was the victim. 

Accompanied by Charles Warburton, also 
of 28 South Levee, and Richard Dracking, 


who lives in a shanty boat on the Illinois 
side of the river, Kaiser was crossing from 
Kast St. Louis. The trio were seated in a 
skiff, with Warburton and Kaiser at the 
oars. Skilled boatmen, they skimmed the 
water lightly, having no thought of dan-

Meanwhile. the Eagle steamed down 
Stream, If the pilot saw the little craft 
manned by the three fishermen, he paid no 
attention, supposing they would steer clear. 

But a few minutes more and the collision 
came. The skiff bumped squarely against 
the side of the big boat. It whirled around 
and around, as though in a rapid whirl- 
pool. The skiff dipped water, and just 
when it „ was about to sink it 
was shoved aside, shooting under a barge. 

The three oaremen were thrown inte the 
water. They were expert swimmers, and 
struck out in a heroic effort to re the 
Shore. But the excitement of the collision 
60 unnerved them they were helpless as 
children. 

Capt. McClelland and Pilot Roberts of the 
Eagle observing the critical condition of the 
men, put out in a small boat and tried to 
save them. Warburton was reached first, 
and the Captain, with his powerful arms, 
lifted the drowning man into his boat. Then 
came Dracking. A moment more and he 
would Rave sank. Kaiser was the last one 
reached, and just as the rescuers extended 
the saving hand, he disappeared, and the 
body was not recovered.
